The population of the 
state in 1830 was 140,304. 
The first Alethodist preacher went 
westward into the Boonslick country 


local preachers, exclusive of superan­ 
nuates, supernumeraries and supplies. 
Biggest Growth in 1914-15. 
The 
total 
membership is 129,727. 
The Sunday school ^enrollment is 106,- 
980. 
There are 1,074 church houses. 
valued at $4,556,957. 
The last statis­ 
tics report $435,624 as the annual con­ 
tribution for the support of bishops, 
presiding elders, pastors and retired 
ministers.

The swine exhibit at the Missouri j 
State Fair at Sedalia last year was so 
large that the swine building could 
not hold all of the exhibits and tem­ 
porary pens under tents had to be 
erected. 
This year the management 
has prepared for the largest swine ex­ 
hibit in the history of the fair and the 
exhibitors will find that their herds 
have been amply provided for and 
will be showrn to much better advan­ 
tage than last year.

In order to prevent hogs intended 
for exhibition at the fair from con­ 
tracting hog cholera or other conta­ 
gious 
diseases 
en 
route, 
Doctor 
Luckey advises that the following pre­ 
caution be taken by exhibitors: 


“At the time of crating hogs for 
shipment, each hog and its crate 
should be saturated with a 2 per cent 
solution of a coal tar hog dip or a so- 
ution of blue stone mixed in the pro­ 
portion of one ounce to four gallons 
of water.” 


Any hog that has been shipped with­ 
out this precaution, thereby being ex­ 
posed, will be required to be injected 
with hog cholera serum before It will 
be allowed t a enter the 
grounds. 
Every hog on the grounds will be in­ 
spected 
repeatedly 
throughout 
the 
week and at least once a day. 


Dr. J. W. Connaway, professor of 
veterinary science in the College of 
Agriculture at the University of Mis­ 
souri, will conduct an educational 
demonstration of the methods used 
in the prevention of hog cholera. 
A 
supply of the serum will be on hand 
at all times and Doctor Connaway will 
be ready to treat the swine exhibited 
free of charge.
